Jacob Tice. a deaf mute, wellknown 
In thin city, wa»« struck bf a train and 
killed at Martin's Ferry on Saturday 
afternoon. 
Tice was a native of New Matamorls, 
but has a sister, Mrs. Joseph Pool, llv 
inn In this place. Another sister re 
sides in Wheeling, and It was because 
of a visit to her th a t the unfortunate 
chanced to be down the river. He was 
employed for a time at the Dresden, 
drawing kiln, but tiring of the work 
decided to take a vacation. 
He went 
to Wheeling, and although he was un­ 
able to talk or hear, he had been left 
to himself so much th at it w;is thought 
he could take care of himself. 
After 
seeing the sights of Wheeling he went 
to Martin's Ferry, and liked the place 
so well th a t he decided to remain 
there. 
He was not long in securing 
employment in Walton’s mill, where 
he worked several days. On Saturday 
afternoon he attempted to cross the 
track in front of a train. 
He did not 
notice the engine, but the engineer 
saw his danger and peal after peal 
went from the powerful whistle: but 
the poor fellow could not hear and 
In an 
instant his body was sent 
flying through the air. He was knocked 
off the track and the train sped by. 
When 
picked 
up 
life 
was 
almost gone, and in a few minutes 
Jacob Tice was dead. The body was 
mangled, 
a 
few 
marks 
about 
his head showing where the fatal blow 
had been struck. 
An examination of 
his clothing showed th a t he resided at 
382 Calcutta street, this city, and 
Agent Hill was notified at once. 
He 
lost no time in conveying the message 
to the family, explaining to them all 
the facts in his possession. They at 
once decided that the identification 
was complete, and arranged to go to 
Martin's 
Ferry 
this 
morning 
Deceased was unmarried and almost 
30 years of age, having been a resident 
of this city several years. 
He was 
sober and industrious and bore the 
reputation of being a good workman 
when 
he 
could 
find employment 
There Is another man in the family 
afflicted with the same ailment that 
cost Tice his life. The boys were 
seized with the brain fever when 
young and before the? were able to 
walk it was found th at all sense of 
speech and hearing was gone. Tice 
seemed to realize the extent of his 
affliction, and was at times very much 
cast down. The theory of suicide as 
was rumored on Saturday night is 
frowned upon by those who knew him 
as being out of the question. The 
body was buried at Matamorls. 
The injur? which caused death was 
a hole in the skull three Inches long. 
The brains were exposed, and another 
large cut extended from one ear to his 
chin. The man was thrown 20 feet. 
An inquest was held on Saturday after­ 
noon and the crew exonerated from 
any blame. He had in his pockets $10, 
and a silver watch.

inaivawsaMlity of the mountain region, 
and when the Turkish fnsipw attacked 
them they met wit ii resistance, tint, a* 
the Armenians had hut few arms and 
inadequate supplies of provisions, they 
were eventually compelled to surrender 
During the fighting a few soldiers were 
killed.

“The state of tile Turkish prison is 
simply dreadful; for instance, the chief 
monk of a moiHistory wa* fastened to a 
wall, with nail* driven through his 
huuds, aud was delivered from that.

On the hands aud feet 
of several prisoners were fastened iron 
chains aud heavy shuck*!* of wc*k1, 
while on their heads were placed in 
Ntrumeiits resembling copper j* its, which 
were heated to a high temperaturt 
Homotimes these tortures ended in the 
death of the sufferers.
